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On  the  nature,  caufes  and  ufes  of  the  Twilight. 

\  S  the  fubllmeR,  and  at  the  fame  lime  the  mod  ufeful  ideas, 
J  \  refiilc  from  rcflecfliug  on  the  wonders  of  the  creation,  it  will 
not  be  an  u(ele(s  fpeciilaiion  to  confider  attentively  that  light 
which  whitens  our  horizon,  longbefore  the  fun,  and  the  immediate 
f  aiife  of  it,  when  arrived  at  that  circle.  This  order  of  nature  has 
'1  )mcthing  furpridng  in  it ;  for  we  fee  the  licht  no  otberwiie  thaa 
by  the  rays  that  flow  to  our  eyes.  Now  the  fun  being  as  yet  in 
that  part  of  the  heavens  which  is  hidden  from  us,  and  behind  the 
other  half  of  the  earth,  he  cannot  projeA  any  of  his  rays  directly 
to  us.  He  may,  indeed,  dart  fcvcral  of  them  upon  the  extremi¬ 
ties  of  the  lands  that  terminate  our  fight,  but  thefc  rays  miift 
thence  proceed  farther  into  the  heavens.  If,  in  thole  fpaces 
wliich  they  go  through,  they  meet  with  any  Iblid  body,  like  that 
of  ilie  moon,  or  any  other  planet,  they  will  be  refle<fted,  as  from  a 
idafs,  and  part  of  them  fent  back  to  us.  Is  there  aiw  particular 
Ixxjy  in  nature  deflgned  to  do  us  this  (ervice  ?  If  lb,  (ore  the  ar- 
tiflee  and  mechanifm  of  it  will  be  the  more  admirable,  becaufc  it 
ferves  us  without  being  perceived ;  and  the  ulcfulnefs  of  it  the 
more  worthy  of  our  gratitude,  becauib  the  caution  was  taken  by  tl^e 
Almighty  architecfl,  for  our  fakes  alone. 

'f  hefc  l)eneflts  are  entirely  owing  to  the  atmofphere,  which  Is 
framed  and  difpofed  over  our  heads  In  foch  s  manner,  that,  not- 
withflanding  its  extenfive  mafs,  it  fufFers  us  to  lee  the  liars,  thtt 
fliine  at  an  immenfe  dillance  from  us;  and,  notwit h Handing  its 
tranfparency,  bends  and  gathers  for  ut  an  infinite  number  of  fays, 
of  which  we  Hiould  otbCrwile  be  entirely  deprived. 

Any  ray,  or  portion  of  light,  that  falls  dirCfHly  and  perpendicu¬ 
larly  on  the  atmofphere,  outers  it  without  any  obHacle,  and  d^-

fcend-i  throujrli  it  to  the  earth,  in  the  fame  right  line:  But  thofe 
which  fail  olili^uely  upon  it,  are  either  admitted  into,  or  repelled 
from  it,  according  to  the  fiiuation  of  the  hiininotis  body,  Jf  its 
ohluinity  be  more  than  eighteen  degrees,  that  is,  if  the  object  be 
more  tlian  eighteen  degrees  below  the  horizon,  all  the  rays  flow- 
ii>g  from  it  aie  turned  afide,  and  loll  in  the  immenfe  extent  of 
llic  lieavens;  but  when  the  ohliquity  is  Icfs  than  eighteen  degrees, 
the  rays  enter  the  atniofpliere,  and  are  refrae^ted  to  our  fight. 

'^I’his  is  the  line  catileof  tlic  aurora,  or  dawn  of  the  day;  and 
the  fame  caufe  alfo  jirodiiees  its  continuance,  and  principal  beauiv, 
even  when  the  fun  is  in  his  greateft  degree  of  elevation,  and  calls 
on  us  all  his  heat.  The  earth,  which  receives  ihefe  rays,,  beats 
tliciii  track  on  alllides;  they  albend  again  into  the  aiinofphcre, 
which  once  more  returns  us  the  grcaieli  part  of  thein.  Thus  it 
makes  them  doubly  ufelnl,  preferving  to  ns  that  fplendor  which 
is  the  Ireaiity  of  nature,  and  that  heal  which  is  the  foul  of  it ;  for 
it  gatlicrs  together  an  iiinuinerable  quantity  of  rays,  ihegreatcror 
teller  union  of  which  is  the  incafure  of  heat  and  cold.  Thus, 
the  aiinofphere  becomes  to  man  a  mantle  of  the  lineft  texture, 
which,  without  making  him  fenfihle  c»f  the  lealt  weight,  confines 
that  vivifying  heat,  which  would  othervvife  loon  be  loll. 

The  atmofphere  does,  at  the  fame  time,  caufe  and  maintain 
round  us  that  hrilk  and  miiverf.d  light,  which  lays  our  whole  hi- 
bitatioH  Irefore  our  eyes,  and  which,  though  it  be  a  neceiTary  con- 
fequenee  of  the  irradiation  of  the  fun  on  the  atmofphore,  yet  is 
t  lie  work  of  the  latter,  rather  than  the  production  of  The  fun 
iilclf. 

In  order  to  elucidate  lids,  vvlilch  at  firll  may  appear  a  paradox, 
let  us  for  a  moment  fupjrofc  the  atmolphere  to  be  deftroyed,  and 
we  ihall  Ik'  convinced  that  it  inuft  he  productive  of  the  following 
ev)nle<|iiene<*s.  i.  The  riling  of  the  fan  would  not  be  preceded 
iw  anv  twilight,  nor  ulheicd  in  !iv  the  aurora,  there  being  nothing 
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phys  all  nature  by  brightening  the  azure  of  the  heavens,  and  co- 
l.>unng  all  the  horizon,  we  Hiould  fee  notliing  but  a  black  deep, 
an  abyfs  oPdarknefs,  wherein  the  rays  of  the  fun  would  meet  with 
iioiiilag  capable  of  rcflecling  them  to  us.  It  is  true,  the  number 
uf  objei  is  would  feein  to  be  augmented  in  the  heavens,  and  the 
ii.irs  would  be  feen  at  the  lame  time  with  the  fun  ;  but  it  would 
ahv.iys  be  d  irk,  and  the  difference  of  that  darknefs  and  our  night 
would  confid  ill  this,  that  thofe  luminous  bodies,  which  now  ap- 
pt  ir  to  be  placed  in  a  pleafiug  and  delightful  azure,  would  then 
feeui  to  faiteii  on  a  difmal  mourning  carpet. 

h  nny  perhaps  be  diflicull  10  conceive,  how  the  deflrut^ion  of 
t  ie  aimorphere  carries  with  it  the  lofs  of  that  fine  azure,  which 
adorns  the  heavens,  and  delights  the  earth.  But  this  will  plainly 
appear,  if  it  be  coufidered  what  a  quantity  of  rarified  water  is 
riiled  on  high,  and  buoyed  up  from  the  highelt  part  of  the  atmo- 
fphere  down  to  us.  There  never  is  a  greater  quantity  of  it  col¬ 
lected  there  than  in  the  Hnefl  fnmmer-days,  when  there  are  no 
clouds  or  vapours  to  be  feen  ;  thus,  though  thefe  waters,  higher 
than  the  region  of  the  clouds,  cfcape  our  fenfes,  our  reafbn  points 
out  their  exillence.  It  is  among  thefe  gatherings  of  light,  and 
rilied  waters  always  fufpended  over  our  heads,  that  all  the  rays 
of  light,  reflected  from  the  furface  of  the  land,  meet ;  and  the 
atmofphere  fends  them  back  tons  from  all  parts.  This  prodigious 
luafs  of  rarified  waters  which  furrounds  us,  being  a  fiuiple  and 
uniform  body  in  its  whole  extent,  the  colour  of  it  is  always  fimple, 
and  coiiflantly  the  fame. 

How!  thofe  azure-arched  (kies,  which  we  confound  with  the 
ftarry  heavens,  are  they  then  nothing  more  than  a  little  air  and 
water?  and  what  we  look  for  the  heavens,  only  a  cover  wrapped 
clofe  round  the  earth?  It  is  indeed  nothing  elfc;  and  this  is  a  new 
Wonder  which  requires  more  than  a  bare  admiration.  It  is  no  lels 
than  a  complete  deinonflration  of  our  being  the  objctfls  ol  our 
(..rcator's  tendered  affetdioii.  A  few  fmall  bubbles  of  air  and  wa¬ 
ter  are  indeed  in  theinfclvcs  things  very  infigniiicant ;  but  that 
hand,  which  has  with  fo  much  art  and  caution  placed  them  over 
our  heads,  has  done  it  merely,  that  his  fun  and  dars  might  not  be 
rendered  ufelefs  to  us.  He  cmbellidies  and  enriches  whatever  lie 
jileafes ;  and  thefe  drops  of  water  and  air  become  in,  hii  hands  an 
iiiexhaudible  (burce  of  glory  and  happiuefs.  He  draws  fr<»in  them 
thofe  twilights,  which  fb  ufefully  prepare  our  eyes  for  the  receiv¬ 
ing  a  dronger  light.  He  fetches  out  of  them  the  brightnefs  of 
the  aurora.  From  them  he  produces  that  fplendor  of  the  day, 
which  the  fun  of  himfelf  could  never  procure  us.  He  makes  theta 
contribute  to  the  increafe  and  prefervation  of  that  heat  which 
nourilLes  every  thing  breathing.  Of  them  he  makes  a  brilliant 
arch,  which  inchauts  the  fight  of  malt  on  all  fulcs,  and  becomes 
the  deling  of  bis  habiution.

KOIIGE  Sciinderbec;  was  Ton  of  John  Caflrior,  knij^  of  Alba: 

T  iii.!,  a  province  of  Europe,  fituatecl  in  the  i»;ijlph  of  Wnire^ 
fiirrouiuled  by  hi^li  moan  tains,  deep  rocks,  aticl  inarflies.  This 
advantageous  fitiiaiion,  added  to  tiic  conrage  and  difpofiiion  of 
llic  inoanlainecrs,  rendered  them  formidable  to  their  neighbours 
p.ai  ticnhrly  the  Ihirks. 

Sultan  Aniurath  undertook  to  fnhdne  them:  (hiH rior,  who  then 
reigned  in  this  coiiniry,  defended  liimielf  for  :i  long  lime  with 
great  bravery  ;  but  lie  was  at  l<  ngth  compelled  to  fnbmit  to  the 
liipcritir  force  of  the  enemy,  'j’o  avoid  being  epiite  opprelled  by 
the  power  of  the  Ottomans,  he  tniereel  into  a  treaty  with  the 
'rnrkilh  emperor,  and  agreed  to  pay  a  trihute  ;  aiul  the  pledges 
of  his  fnbjcsrtion  were  his  three  ions,  vvhom  lie  gave  as  holtages. 
Tliclb  were  ('.onflaiuinc,  Joiiii  and  Geiuge.  Amnrnt!i,  contrary 
to  the  faith  of  ti  eatv ,  had  liiem  (iic  umvifed,  and  inllriicded  iu  the 
IVlahometan  law,  though  they  were  born  Chriltians.  'Their  fa¬ 
ther  learning  their  ii!i>fortin»es,  die  tl  of  grief.  '^I'lie  fate  of  the 
two  eldcll  is  unknoMii.  niftmi  nis  acenfe  Amnrath  with  having 
poifoned  them  ;  others  lay  tliai  he  only  deprived  them  of  fight, 
and  the  powers  of  ever  h.ivlng  heirs  :  a  limilar  lot  was  defignctl 
for  (icorge  ;  but  it  is  averred,  that  Amaral h,  charmed  with  the 
graccfiilncfs  of  liis  jierlon,  and  with  a  certain  air  of  grandeur, 
which  was  already  dilplayed  in  tliis  young  ]>rince,  Inatched  him 
from  the  impending  enn  liies  lie,  moreover,  gave  orders,  that' 
he  Ihonld  be  hronght  up  with  care,  and  he  taught  all  the  excrcifcs 
proper  for  a  loldlc  r. 

Iu  propoiiion  as  Gei'rgr  Caflriot  advanced  in  years,  his  flrength 
increated  to  uicli  a  degree,  as  to  Inrnafs  moll  men  for  robult  vi- 
gonr.  He  was  fo  expert  with  tlie  bow,  that  he  hardly  ever  mif¬ 
fed  liis  mark  ;  and  he  was  a  complete  inafter  of  all  military’ exfr- 
cifc.s.  As  foon  as  he  was  able  to  bear  arms,  Ainurath  took  him 
into  the  lield,  and  he  aililled  at  many  expeditions,  in  which  he 
fo  grcaily  diUinguid.ed  hiynfelf,  that  tlie  fuhan  gave  him  the  com- 
inancl  of  a  nunuTt»us  body  ol  cavalry,  (ieorge  feefng,  by  accident, 
at  Adrianople,  a  'I'ariar  of  gigantic  llaturc,  and  who  piqued  him- 
felf  upon  his  courage,  lejieaiedly  inireatcd  Amnrath  to  give  him 
leave  to  engage  in  liiiglc  tconibat  with  this  Barbarian,  The  ful- 
tail  at  lirll  relufed  i.im  ;  but  at  length  yielded  to  his  importnni- 
tics.  They  accordingly  tngagctl,  a.id,  after  an  obftinatc  confli^i 
he  iiiuin[)l!ed  over  the  Tartar,  and  put  him  to  death.  This,  and 
r.Kinv  lingulir  vlriorles,  induced  the  grand  fignior  to  call  hi*** 
in  alliilion  to  the  n  imc  of  the  great  king  of  Mace- 
dv)!l  ;  Bc^r  lign  if>iug  Lord,  and  Sriinde?'  importing  AleXdttdir*  ^  j 

ScMculerbcg  loon  bee  ime  Anuirath’s  f  ivourite  ;  and^  aftefW^lfds 

one  of  Ills  ge:'.crr,ls.  But  when  he  ihought  of  Albania;  which 

lonbdercd  .is  his  inhe:  itauee,  and  which  the  ful  tan  had  feiitd  o*  J 

pon, 
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an,  It  operated  flronp;ly  upon  his  mind.  Moreover,  his  ferret 
ciiicf,  at  finding  himfelf  externally  profels  a  religion  clifferent  from 
tli.jt  of  his  forefathers,  was  too  deeply  rooted,  for  the  favours  of 
\hv  iiilian  to  erafe.  Wherefore  he  refolved,  let  the  event  be 
what  it  might,  to  recover  the  throne  of  his  ancellors,  and  to  pro- 
f(  is  the  religion  of  his  predeceflhrs. 

Having  taken  this  refolution,  he  entered  into  a  fecret  correfpon* 
ilciitc  with  the  celebrated  Hatiiad,  waivode  of  Tranfilvania  •  and 
ti;e  day  that  this  general  gave  battle  to  the  Turks,  Standerbeg, 
w  1.0  was  at  the  head  of  one  of  the  diviHons  of  the  'rurkilh  troops, 
lini  retreated,  and  falling  back  upon  the  body  of  the  army,  occa- 
iijiied  fuch  confiilion,  that  the  I'uiks  were  routed.  In  the  inidft 
of  this  dilbrder,  he  feized  Aniuralirs  fecre.tary,  and  compelled 
him,  at  ihe  price  of  his  life,  to  fcal  an  order,  addrefled  to  the  go¬ 
vernor  of  Croy,  to  put  that  capital  into  the  hands  of  the  bearer. 
Standerbeg  no  fooner  obtained  this  order,  than  he  put  the  lecre- 
lary  to  death,  and  inarclied  with  all  pollible  f|)eed  to  Croy.  He 
was  received  in  this  city  with  all  the  refpect  that  was  due  to  the 
orders  he  tarried.  But,  by  the  favour  of  the  night,  having  intro¬ 
duced  three  thoufand  men,  which  he  had  kept  concealed  near 
the  gates,  he  put  the  governor  and  the  whole  garrifon  to  the 
fword.  lie  then  difcovei  ed  himfelf  to  his  people,  who  proclaim¬ 
ed  him  liieir  fivereign  with  the  greatell  tranfports  of  joy. 

Iking  feaied  on  the  throne  of  Ills  father,  at  the  age  of  thirty, 
he  was  from  that  time  incellanily  at  xvar  with  the  'I'urks.  In  a 
lliort  lime,  he  recovered  all  thole  places  they  had  iifnrped  ;  and 
cut  to  pieces  all  of  that  nation  who  were  found  difperfed  iti  Alba¬ 
nia.  He  communicated  his  fuccefs  to  his  neighbours,  and  particu- 
knly  the  republic  of  Venice.  The  Venetians,  who  conlidered 
the  domiwiuns  of  Scanderheg  as  a  bulwark  to  their  republic,  re¬ 
mitted  him  conliderahle  fums,  to  raife  a  formidable  army,  which  • 
he  loon  elfecled.  The  Albanians,  a  warlike  nation,  in  crowds  vo¬ 
luntarily  offered  theinlelves;  hut  of  ihefe  numerous  candidates  for 
military  glory,  he  accepted  only  of  eight  thoufand  infantry,  and 
feven  thoufand  cavaliy  ^Vith  this  force,  fmall  as  it  was,  by  the 
aid  of  his  advantageous  fituation,  from  mountains  and  defiles.  Scan* 
tlerheg  made  head  againll  the  foice  of  the  whole  Ottoman  em* 
pirc. 

Notwithftanding  Scanderbeg^s  repeated  fiiccclfes  againft  the 
Turks,  his  relburces  were  greatly  exhanllcd  by  fuch  an  obflinate 
Nvar,  and  he  implored  the  allillance  of  the  Chrillian  princes  ;  but 
he  found  none  hut  the  Venetians  willing  to  give  him  any  fuccour. 
^i'hey  lent  him  a  thoufand  horfe,  and  two  thoufand  infantry.  He 
united  ihefc  forces  to  his  own,  and  direcfled  their  operations  fo  jti- 
dicioully,  that  he  compelled  Mahomet  (then  upon  the  throne  of 
the  Ottoman  empire},  to  let  him  cjuictly  enjoy  his  pofleffions.  He 
firmly  fupported  himfelf  upon  his  throne  to  the  end  of  his  days. 


Rut,  alas  !  his  defcendants  have  been  obliged  to  yield  to  the 
power  of  the  Ottomans. 

If  the  Chritlian  princes  had  duly  coufidered,  that,  in  Scander* 
beg,  they  found  a  man  capable  of  making  the  grca tell  revolutions, 
and  had  granted  him  powerful  alhllance,  they  probably  woulo 
have  reduced  the  Turkiili  cmjdre  to  fuch  a  low  ebb,  as  would 
liave  rendered  it  iu''jpahle  of  dilhirbing  the  repofe  of  Europe, 
This  ditlicuU  project  i>ur  extraordinary  hero  was  qualified  to  ac- 
coinplifi],  which  Pope  Pius  II.  was  fo  convinced  of,  that  he  re- 
foUed  to  pubiiih  a  manifello,  to  flop  the  progrefs  of  Alahoraet^ 
arms,  and  to  appoint  Scanderheg  general  of  his  troops  on  earth. 
But  whilll  this  prince  was  forming  the  greniefl  defigns  ft)r  the  dr- 
ftruclion  of  the  Ottoman  power,  death  fnaiched  him  from  ilie 
arms  of  victory,  who  had  ever  ac  companied  him.  He  was  uiuvil. 
ling  to  furprizc  him  in  ihe  inidll  of  battle  ;  a  lingering  dif(>rder 
gave  Scanderheg  the  perfpcctive  of  the  termination  of  his  days; 
and  this  hero,  after  fiirmouniing  every  pt)ilihle  danger  incident  to 
a  brave  and  enterpriiing  foldier,  and  who  leemed  deflined  to  li« 
nifh  his  glorious  c\;rcer  fword  in  hand,  died  in  his  capital  like  the 
mod  pacific  of  princes. 

Scanderheg  was  poilVired  of  every  quality  that  could  be  dedred 
ill  a  general  to  he  placed  at  the  head  of  a  Chriftian  army*  He 
was  perfectly  acquainted  with  the  language  and  manners  of  the 
n'lirks,  as  well  as  their  methods  of  fighting  ;  he  was  provident, 
wife,  and  enierprifing.  He  never  let  any  opportunity  Hip  of  co¬ 
ming  to  adlion  with  his  enemies  ;  neither  did  he  negle<fi  any  ad¬ 
vantage  that  offered,  and  was  uncommonly  judicious  in  availing 
hiinfelf  of  lime,  place,  and  opportunity.  It  is  faid,  that  be  had, 
with  his  own  hands,  put  to  death  upwards  of  two  thoufand  infi¬ 
dels. 


Y  TARRY  GREVH.T.K,  the  third  fon  of  a  gentleman  of  fortune 
i  -I  in  the  north  of  England,  was  a  (ludent  in  the  XeiiiDlc,  with 
n  genteel  allovvance  from  his  father.  Having  always  haeJ^a  ftroi^ 
lelilli  for  tiKatrlcal  entertainments,  and  being  an  enthufiaftic  ad¬ 
mirer  of  Shakefpeare,  he  was  iriturally  driven,  by  an  irrefiftihl^ 
impnlfe,  to  Siraifoid,  to  be  prefent  at  the  jubilee,  in  honour  of 
his  favourite  louring  his  flay  at  Stratford,  his  eyes  and  hi* 

curs  were  fufllcicnily  delighted  :  the  latter  were  particularly  few* 
cd  by  \\\e  pans, of  the  Cuinmemoration  Ode,  which  our  RofcMj* 
recited  in  a  inafterly  manner,  more  eafily  to  be  canceivcd. 
dcTcrihed. — Highly  <lelighied,  how'ever,  as  he  was  with  the  fcn»* 
'iiicsoi  rfic  place,  his  uanfports  upon  the  mirthful  occafilMl 
prodiginufly  increafed  hy  a  little  adventure  which  he 
a  man  of  gailanirv.  *  ,  ^ 
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Happeninjv  to  fit  by  a  fine  young  girl,  apparently  about  nineteen 
on  the  laft  day  of  the  jubilee,  be  was  fo  llruck  with  her  perlbnal 
ilinnns,  that  he  could  not  help  addrefiing  fonie  panegyrical 
Ipeechcs  to  her;  but  he  addrefled  them  with  a  delicate  obliquity 
wiiich  prevented  them  from  being  the  lead  ofFenfive — So  tar,  in- 
(it oil,  were  they  from  being  offenlive  to  the  young  lady,  that  Ihc 
:e(tived  them  with  fniiles  evidently  exprelfive  of  I'atisfai^tion  ; 
aiid  tht)fc  fniiles  encouraged  him  to  throw  additional  fpirit  into 
his  Cvinverfaiion,  cfpecially  as  he  found  by  the  anlwers  which  fhe 
Ntry  inodellly  returned,  that  her  converfible  talents  were  by  no 
niv^ans  contemptible.  Fired  with  her  beauty,  and  in  raptures  at 
(vciv  f\  liable  which  dropped  from  her  lovely  lips,  he  “with 
i-rcedy  ear  devoured  lier  difeourfe,  and  looked  and  fighed  unuc* 
leiaMc  thiitgs.’^ 

Mifs  Alorlcy  was,  indeed,  pretty  nearly  of  the  age  Mr  Greville 
])ad  fippofed  lier  to  be:  fhe  was  little  more  than  nineteen,  and 
very  much  admired  by  every  body  who  beheld  her.  She  was  at 
.'hr  uford  under  the  protc^flion  of  an  aunt,  who,  by  her  behaviour 
lo  [jaiTv,  pave  him  no  fmall  reafon  to  believe  (he  was  extremely 
well  plealed  with  his  attentions  to  her  niece.  Harry,  in  fliort, 
made  himfclf  fo  agreeable  in  Mrs  Barnard’s  eyes,  that,  on  the 
u  iv  of  her  felling  out  for  London,  (lie  gave  him  an  invitation,  a 
pi  effing  one,  to  her  apartments  in  Bond-llreet, 

M  rs  Barnard  was  a  gay  widow  of. five  and  thirty;  but  no  girl 
of  fifteen  had  ever  a  higher  relifli  for  what  is  commonly  called 
plcafiire.  She  was  lucky  enough,  with  a  fortune  of  five  hundred 
pounds,  to  get  a  fettlemeni  of  five  hundred  a-year;  in  return  for 
which,  flic  broke  her  hufband’s  heart  in  little  more  than  a  twelve¬ 
month,  by  turning  out  totally  different  from  the  perfoii  to  whom 
he  made  his  addrelfes,  and  by  committing  fcvcral  indiferetions 
which,  as  a  man  of  nice  fenfibility,  he  could  not  overlook,  but 
whfVh  he  could  not  relent  without  cxpofing  himfelf  fothe  riclirule 
of  the  pofne  world  ;  and  he  was  utterly  unable  to  (land  firm’  a* 
gainll  the  laugh  of  thofe  with  whom,  from  his  genteel  fituation 
in  life,  he  aflbciated. 

IVlr  Barnard,  being  very  much  in  love  himfelf,  fondly  imagined, 
for  want  of  penetration,  during  the  delufive  moments  of  courtfinp, 
that  he  was  truly  beloved  :  matrimony  foon  opened  his  e}es,  anct 
he  was  almofl  ready  to  tear  them  out  of  his  head,  befoie  the 
honey-moon  w’as  over,  for  having  fi)  cruelly  deceived  him.

years  compared  with  eternity  !  'I  hat  immenfe,  unraealiirahle# 
frightful,  plealing  idea  !  A  (pace,  to  which  the  longcft  life  of  any 
of  the  human  Ipecics,  liears  iiiliniiely  lefs  proportion,  than  a  dfop 
of  water  docs  to  the  vail  ocean  ;  than  a  grain  of  fand  does  to, 
whole  univerfe.  The  merit  of  the  longed  of  our  lives^lp®®* 
the  greaicd  mifery  ever  experienced  in  the  worlds  Ja  ol 
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when  compared  lo  the  liappinefs  which  aw^aits  the  juft  in  the 
jiexi  life  ;  efpecially  as  this  happintrs  will  continue  for  ever  :  And. 
;he  loiiiTefl  life,  fpent  in  the  greaieft  plearure,  ol  which  human 
inturc  is  rufceptible,  will  but  ])oorly  compenlate  the  mil'cry  which 

the  wicked  will  eternally  fud’er  in  the  ftate  which  follows  it.-*- _ 

But  let  us  compare  the  Ihortnefs  of  human  life  to  periods  to  which 
ii  bears  proportion  ;  becaufe,  were  we  to  compare  the  loiigeft  pe 
riod  which  figures  can  cxpiefs,  to  this  unfathomable  fpace,  yet 
iliat  period  would  bear  infinitely  Ids  proportion  thereto^  than  an 
atom  does  to  a  mountain. 

How  many  generations  of  mankind  have  fuccceded  one  another 
fr.ue  the  creation  of  the  world  ?  How  ihort  were  the  lives  of  the 
famous  wTficrs  of  antif]iiity,  compared  to  the  duration  of  their 
Works  ?  Had  all  oiir  celebrated  wnniers  been  certain  that  their 
fame  would  have  terminated  wlfii  their  lives,  1  queftion.much  if* 
we  would  have  feeii  lb  many  noble  productions  of  genius*  Again, 
flupenduous  and  magnificent  buildings  far  outlive  the  architect  : 
And  were  not  this  the  cafe,  there  are  many  edifices,  and  the  re¬ 
mains  of  architecture,  now  extant,  w  hich  would  never  have  been 
built.  In  Ihorr,  the  works  of  our  hands  arc  more  permanent  than 
ourfelves,  and  the  Ihortnefs  of  the  longeft  life  is  evident. 

But  though  fonie  are  fpared  for  more  than  eighty  years,  yet 
how  few  live  fo  long  ?  We  may  obferve,  that,  in  church-yard.*, 
there  are  graves  of  all  dimenfions;  that  the  young  and  the  middle- 
aged  lie  there,  as  well  as  the  old  ;  ay,  and  the  rich  as  well  as  the 
poor.  There  is  no  certain  age,  at  which  time  perfons  are  vifited 
by  the  king  of  terrors  ;  for  he  fei^es  on  ])eople  of  all  ages,  of  both 
fexes,  and  in  all  conditions.  I'he  man  who  is  in  the  prime  of  life, 
and  is  in  the  purfiiit  of  earthly  happinefs,  thinking  hitnfelf  in  a 
filr  way  of  attaining  it,  is  fuddenly  fiiaichcd  off  by  death,  whe¬ 
ther  he  attempts  to  climb  the  flippery  rock  of  ambition,  or  layaali 
the  fehemes  of  his  invention  to  amafs  large  fums,  which  fly  awayt 
The  hoary  head  is  laid  in  the  duft,  of  him  who  proinifed  to  him* 
felf  the  greateft  happinefs,  in  the  pofleffion  of  the  fums  he  had 
acquired  by  avarice  and  oppreflion,  but  who  muft  now  leave  his 
ill-gotten  wealth  to  him  who  will  fquander  it  away  with  greater 
rapidity  than  his  predeceflbr  acquired  it..  The  youth,  whofii 
W’hole  attention  is  ingrofled  with  the  plcafures  of  fenfe,  is  allb  ta¬ 
ken  away  by  the  king  of  terrors,  at  the  time  when  he  fancied, 
that  the  pofTcftion  of  fuch  and  fuch  obje<fis  would  yield  him  tru« 
felicity,  lading  as  his  wiflies.  The  female  beauty,  who  thinks  her- 
felf  happy  in  the  pofleffion  of  her  all-conquering  charms,  which 
Ihe  endeavours  to  play  off  to  the  greateft  advantage,  falls  likewifa 
a  prey  to  death,  wdio  fuffers  not*  her  beauty  any  longer  to  capti¬ 
vate  her  admirers.  The  child  falls  alfo  a  vi^im,^  of  whom  hii 
fond  parents  had  the  inoft  promifing  hopes,  flattering  themfelvet 
with  the  expectations  of  feeing  him,  when  arrived  at  manhood, 
the  honour  of  his  country,  and  the  pride  of  his  relatioDS|  cither  in 
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thr  exfrcifc  of  his  talents  at  the  bar,  on  the  bench,  or  in  the  pul/ 
pit  ;  or  elfe  of  his  abilities  in  the  field,  where  he  will  acvpaiie  iin« 
mortal  renoA'ii,  and  be  the  hero  of  liberty  to  his  country.  The 
infant  is  like^vife,  by  death,  fnatched  out  of  the  arms  of  its  tender 
moHier,  whofe  alliictit>n,  on  the  occafion,  is  equal  to  her  aflTee^ion.

j;.'  ’.'elt  old  age,  in  the  inidll  of  j):)verty.

flage,  and  in  every  fphere  of  it  I  (hall  lay  no  more  of  his  infan¬ 
cy.  than  that  whoever  will  obferve  him  in  this  Hate,  will  be  fufti- 
cieutfv  convinced,  by  bis  continual  rrving,  of  the  pains  and 
troubles  he  undergoes  therein.  'Fhe  next,  viz.  the  time  he  is  at 
fell©  d,  is  the  moll  hippv  ’ptri  )d  of  bis  life  ;  aiui  yet  we  may  eafi- 
Iv  perceive  llie  iroubles  he  is  hable  to  in  this  il age  alfo. 

The  coiuinnal  .ipj)re!'.cnlions  the  fehaohboy  is  under  from  the  cha-  , 
Hifements  of  hi'*  mailer’s  rod,  tlirow  .i  damp  upon  all  his  little  a. 
inufemeius  and  diverlions  :  the  confeionfnefs  of'  his  being  inferior, 
in  point  of  genins,  to  another  in  the  fime  clafs,  gives  him  like- 
wife  a  deal  of  trouble  aTul  uncallacf  .  The  c* »ri eOtion  which  he 
receives  from  bis  ])jrents,  makes  him  very  unhappy  ;  and  altho* 
this  is  intended  for  his  gomi,  yet  he  thinks  it  great  check  upon 
his  ple.tfiires,  fancies  ihev  arc  extrenulv  unjull  to  him,  and  be¬ 
lieves  that  fuel]  comptrollers  are  the  rreatclt  curfe  that  can  befal  , 
liiii..  How  often  is  he  hurt,  or  carried  home  maimed,  in  confe* 
quence  of  his  ralh  ad ven lures  ?  And  how  difagreeable  is  the  con¬ 
finement  which  detains  him  from  his  diveifions? — —In  the  next 
]]eriod  of  liis  life,  when  the  paffions  rule  with  unlimited  fway,  a 
new  feene  of  iroiihles  pre Tents  iifelf.  How  much  inquietude  doet 
he  feel  in  the  pnrfuit  of  unlawf  ul  pleafures?  The  difappointnaents 
he  frequently  meets  with,  gi*^e  him  great  iineafinefs,  which  is  in- 
creafed  in  proportion  to  the  fearv  and  difficulties  he  fiirinonnted, 
in  accomplifhing  his  defi^ns.  But  the  tranfieut  pleafures  be  rt-’ 
joys  in  this  courfe,  are  as  nothin j;,  when  compared  to  the  difetfet 
which  follow  ;  and  which  either  rut  him  off  in  the  fnidft  of  bis 
career,  or  perhaps  render  the  reinaiinlef  of  his  life  painful  lod 
jiiifcT.able.  When  the  fire  of  his  youth  is  fpent  in  brutality  aoi 
riot,  he  is  deliroiis  of  being  fettled  in  r)ine  bufniefs  or  office 
when  this  is  done,  he  is  flill  as  fir  from  ha])pincfs  as  ever.

bappinels Soineiimcs  be  is  elited  with  gain,  but  oftener  deprel* 
fed  with  Ioffes  ;  Succef’s  and  clifap})ointment,  hope  and  fear,  alter*  i 
natcly  l  iccceJ  each  other  in  his  bread.  How  heavy  lies  tbe  tim^ 
on  his  hand,  which  intervenes  his  fancied  happinefs?  And  ho^ 
gladly  would  he  ftrike  this  period  from  his  life,  that  fo  he  in*y 
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(he  (<K)ner  come  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  other?  It  is  often  the 
cife,  il»at  he  continues  in  this  unhappy  fituatioii  all  his  life,  with¬ 
out  acquiring;  either  wealth  or  contentment  ;  but  fuppofe  him  to 
have  acMpiiieJ  the  former,  is  happinefs  nearer  than  before  ?  No. 
He  is  imineJiately  feized  with  ambition,  which  gives  him  no  reft 
until  it  is  gratified.  He  therefore  drives  to  get  up  the  (lippery 
fuminit,  fancying  that  true  and  hiding  happinefs  lies  at  the  top  : 
like  a  child,  who  imagines,  that  were  he  on  the  height  of  yonder 
hill,  he  could  eafily  catch  the  vvedern  fun:  But  when  he  is  in  veil*

II  )t  with  the  great.  Then  is  fincerity  hanifiied  without  his  gates, 
and  flattery  received  within.  He  will  find,  that  the  flatterers  and 
dependents,  with  whom  he  is  firrounded,  when  they  fee  that 
they  cannot  be  provided  for  as  they  defire,  will  join  the  fide  of 
envy  and  Hander  ;  and  thefe  together  will  feldoin  fail  in  accom- 
j)li(Jjing  his  downfall.  Next,  he  withdraws  from  the  world,  full 
of  bitter  reflections  on  his  pad  mifcondudl.  Then  old  age  ap¬ 
proaches,  with  its  imbecillities'both  of  body  and  mind  ;  which, 
render  the  reft  of  his  life  peeviih  and  unhappy.  As  old  age  in* 
creafes,  lo  does  his  avarice  ;  and  then,  as  if  his  body  was  impreg¬ 
nable  to  all  the  aifiults  of  time,  he  feems  to  forward  her  work, 
by  denying  himfelf  the  neceffary  fup ports  of  food  and  raiment. 

Thus  we  fee  what  inifery  and  unhappiiiefs  accompanies  man 
throughout  his  life. 

The  only  real  pleafure  and  fatisfaeftion  we  can  enjoy  on  this 
fide  the  grave,  is  in  doing  all  the  good  in  our  power  to  mankind. 
This  is  one  of  the  greateft  pleafures  of  the  Deity,  whofe  good* 
nefs  is  vifible  in  every  part  of  the  creation.  The  fhortneft  and 
uncertainty  of  our  life,  (hould  make  us  lofe  no  opportunity  of  grn* 
tifying  this  defire  when  in  our  power.

Let  it  be  fo  ;  if  bis 
molt  Chriliian  majefty  likes  that  phrafe,  the  words  will  hurt  no¬ 
body  ;  fince,  if  what  is  ena^ed  by  the  king  is  not  agreed  to  1^ 
the  parliament,  the  edi(ft  is  no  law  to  the  people  ;  and  though  it 
is  r.are  to  (ee  the  parliament  of  Paris  give  a  check  to  the  king’s 
'vill,  yet,  if  we  look  at  home,  we  (hall  nnd  that  the  two  legiflicive 
powers  of  France  have  oftener  claflied  than  thofe  of  England. 

The 
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Tlic  kinjrs  of  France  generally  ralfe  to  the  inJiiiftry  per  font  of 
great  abilitiei,  but  they  never  give  them  that  dclpotic  authority 
which  ilie  fultaas  grant  to  the  vizirs.  'J'he  ininiiler  in  France 
can  put  no  perfon  to  death  ;  he  is  obligeJ  to  render  an  account 
of  the  arrelting  any  perfon  of  a  diltingiiilhed  rank.  A  vizir  at 
Conftaiiiinople  may  dellroy  a  man  with  impunity  that  but  dif- 
pleafes  hiin.  Ai  Paris,  the  king  himfelf  can  life  no  fuch  tyranny, 
iiv)  more  tlian  in  England  ;  when  his  fuhjects  merit  death,  they 
£ie  condemned  hy  the  judges,  after  a  legal  trial. 

Since  Henry  1  Nath's  tune,  all  the  minillers  have  hern  endowed 
with  a  fupeiior  genius.  Uiiilei  Louis  XIII,  cardinal  Kichlieu,  a 
man  of  a  vail  mind,  great  in  profperity,  intrepid  in  adverlity,  and 
as  go;)d  a  general  as  he  was  a  iiiiiiiller,  a  hearty  friend,  an  irrecon* 
cilcahle  enemy,  and  a  z.ealoiis  lover  of  arts  and  feiences.  He  be¬ 
gan  to  lay  the  foundation  of  that  graiidcur  which  Louis  XiV.  au 
laincd  to. 

Cardinal  Mazirinc  was  ralfed  in  the  infancy  of  this  monarch. 
This  ininitlcr  had  not  all  the  virtues  of  Kichlieu  his  predeceflbr, 
hut  neither  had  he  nil  his  faults.  He  lived  in  a  time  full  of 
troubles  and  divifioiis  ;  and,  fupported  only  by  the  authority  of  a 
king  as  yet  a  minor,  he  did,  hy  his  refined  policy,  what  Kichlieu 
had  done  by  liis  llcadinefs  and  refolution. 

Colbert  and  Louvois  rofe,  by  their  foie  merit,  to  the  highed  da- 
tions.  llicy  weie  enemies  to  one  another  as  long  as  they  lived; 
but  this  enmity  contributed  t(»  the  good  fortune  of  their  madcr.  ^ 
One  was  perfect  in  the  military  afi'airs,  and  an  able  minider  in  fo¬ 
rt  igii  negfKwtions  ;  the  other  confumniate  in  managing  the  iiitc- 
nor  part  of  the  kingdom,  and  the  proteiflor  of  arts  and  (cienefs ; 
If  their  talents  had  been  united,  they  would  have  produced  a 
perfect  miniller. 

The  carciinal  <le  Fleury  certainly  deferves  great  commendations; 
he  himfelf  formed  the  manners  of  his  fovereign  from  his  tender 
infancy.  He  made  ol' one  of  the  grcalcfl  kings,  one  of  the  honed- 
ell  men  in  the  world.  Almoll  all  Europe  has  rendered  him' the 
jullice  due  to  his  merit,  and  the  naiioti’s  enemies  are  forced  to  ac¬ 
knowledge,  that  the  helm  of  France,  lince  Kichlieu's  time,  was 
ne%tr  giiidcil  with  fo  muth  fecrtcy,  jirudente,'  and  good  fiirtone. 

"I'hrre  are  other  minillers  in  France  of  an  inferior  rank,  called 
{ecvciaiies  <»f  iLte.  'l^'hefe  places  are  generally  filled  by  perfooi 
ol  a  good  genius.  The  fecreiary  for  marine  affairs  is  always  * 
]'erl'm  v\tll  ikilled  in  the  duties  of  that  ofiice,  under  whom  M  M 
htoideily  regul.HlCi!,  that,  in  a  lew'  minutes,  maybe  ^fily 
ihe  tine  ch.n  acfer,  a^e,  and  lime  of  Icrvice  of  each  failor  through- 
out  the  kingdom,  whether  he  is  at  home,  or  ou  a  voyage,  ai^  ** 
"hat  paiiiiuLir  Ihip  or  veffel,  in  the  merchant,  or  in  the  ktng^t 
lervice.  l*he  fi  creiary  of  war  has,  in  like  manner,  the.  wboW 
(late  of  the  army  ia  his  view.

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As  for  the  courtiers  in  general|  they  are  as  fervile  and  as  timid 
before  the  niinillers*,  as  they  are  haughty  and  felf-fuflicieuc  beforo 
tlieir  inferiors.  Noivvithlianiling  their  pride,  they  arc  accuiiom* 
ed  to  a  fort  of  life  few  gentlemen  ought  to  be  fond  of,  confidering 
liow  much  of  it  is  palled  in  an  anti-chamber,  or  a  gallery.  Jt  is 
true,  they  render  back  their  obfequioufnefs  with  uihry  to  thole 
n  lio  are  uiiliappy  enough  to  Hand  in  need  of  them  j  they  take 
ihcir  recompence,  in  aifuining  fuch  loft},  ridiculous,  and  .iiifup« 
j>oi  table  airs  to  the  citizens  ;  and,  to  fay  the  truth,  they  have  no 
nther  reward  f<»r  the  inortilicalions  they  fulFer  at  court.  Let  the 
vanity  of  the  great  run  ever  lo  high,  they  Hnd  themfelves  little 
enough  at  Verfaillcs,  w  here  the  inajelly  of  the  fovcrcign  ecliples 
‘A\  other  orandeur. 

The  piefence  of  the  prince,  or  firll  minilVer,  changes  the  phy* 
llognoiny  of  many  of  the  courtiers,  fo  as  they  are  hardly  to  be 
knovvn  again  ;  the  more  proud  and  haughty  they  naturally  are, 
the  more  dejedied  and  contemptible  appear  their  countenances: 
ilie  coudraitu  they  undergo  increafes  their  coiifufjon.  Ifyou  meet 
vNitli  one  ol  thefe  courtiers  out  of  light  ol  the  fovercign,  he  won^i 
I  dure  you,  or,  at  lead,  but  (lightly  ;  he  calls  you,  alks  you  qued 
lions,  without  coudefeending  to  look  upon  you  ;  he  makes  you 
icnfible,  by  the  imperious  tone  of  his  voice,  that  he  is  infinitely 
al>ove  you.  He  gets  himfelf  furrounded,  and,  from  the  middle  of 
a  circle,  ditflates,  decides,  condemns,  approves,  and  takes  Tnuff; 
he  looks  upon  his  watch,  and  talks  of  his  equipage,  till  accidentaU 
ly  the  prince  coming  by,  dow'ii  drops  all  his  ridiculous  grandeur  t 
at  his  prelence,  the  Proteus  changes  hb  figure,  lowers,  his  voice^ 
and  grows  humble.  No  fooner  is  the  Ibvereign  at  any  didanct 
Iroiii  him,  than  he  re^alTumes  his  ancient  form,  goes  .on  in  thf 
fame  drain,  fhrugs  up  his  (boulders,  and  determines  every  thing 
as  confidently  as  the  oracle  of  the  law. 

This  vanity  and  prefumption  is  one  of  the  principal  reafbns  for 
the  referved  behaviour  of  miniders,  not  to  give  themfelves  up  to 
a  croud  of  courtiers.  This  would  be  loling  their  authority.  J^a 
honed,  fociable  familiarity,  can  never  be  ufed  with  a  man  whoob* 
ferves  no  jud  medium,  wli4{  either  cringes  like  a.  flave,  or  donih 
neers  like  a  fbvercign. 

I'he  iVlahotnetans  have  as  much  rcfpetft  for  their  miniders  ai 
the  French,  but  they  do  not  employ  it  in  the  way  of  •paying  their 
court  lo'thcm.  Thefe  low  flatteries  arc  fo  unknown  in  that  coun¬ 
try,  that  whatever  power  a  vizir  is  podeded  of,  and  whatever 
rank  his  high  liation  gives  him  above  that  of  the  fimple  officers, 
they  render  him  the  due  honours,  yet  preferve  an  air  of  grandeur, 
mixed  with  roodedy,  in  their  fubmidioa.  The  Turks,  iu  all  their 
actions,  obferve  a  ccruin  decency,  which  prrpoflefles  people  im 
their  favour.  There  is  an  unlwunded  diE*ercnce  betweeo  the 
court  of  France  and  that  of  the  Porte.  The  people  attached  to 
the  perfoa  of  the  fultan  by  their  employmcnu,  fee  him  only 
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^hen  they  have  affairs  to  fettle  l>clonging  to -their  refpecTtii’eoffi. 
ces.  The  croud  of  eunuchs,  capigis/  boffangis,  and  others,  ap. 
pointed  for  the  fervice  of  the  feraglio,  make  but  a  heap  of  do. 
medics  and  guards  ;  fo  that  we  may  fay,  there  is  no  courtier  at 
all  attending  upon  the  perfon  of  tlie  gi ancllignior,  faving  that  he 
chnfrs  fometimes,  from  among  his  vizirs  and  bafliaws,  one  or  two 
favoiirii<s  to  keep  him  company.  All  his  court  is  reduced  to  a 
few  Hack  eunuchs,  fome  mutes,  and  a  few  dwarfs.  As  for  the 
ladies,  there  arc  as  many  of  them  here  in  Fiance,  but  they  are 
rather  the  Haves  ot  two  or  three  favourites,  than  companionv and 
enuals.  1  he  manner  of  the  fultan’s  living  is  gloomy  and  iblitary; 
he  is  Ihut  up  in  his  pal-ce,  and  Ihevvs  hiinfelf  to  the  .people 
hut  oil  certain  days.  I'he  French  monarchs  live  in  a  quite  diffe¬ 
rent  manner.  KNeiy  man  niay  have  the  pleafure  of  feeing  his  fo- 
vt  reign  daily.  He  cats  in  public,  and  llicws  himlelf  ?s  familiarly 
t.i  a  private  man,  as  to  the  rirlt  duke  and  peer,  and  fpeaks  to  what 
I'iil.jetJ't  he  ])leates.  The  majelly  of  the  throne  of  France  is  never 
ffair.eci  by  attV^nts  given  to  the  perfon  of  the ‘fovereign.  Wbal* 
ever  revolt  hapjiens  in  the  kingdom,  the  prince  is  alvvays  regard* 
ed  ;  and  even  ihofc  who  take  arms  againii  him,  affctl  to  declare, 
that  they  have  no  deiign  againii  .the  king,  his  perlbn,*  or  liis 
authority.  At  Conilaniinople,  the  janilaries,  in  their  iirff  tranf* 
]>orts,  have  even  dilhonoured  the  Ottoman  blood,- for  which  they 
have  fo  profound  a  veneration.  J  have  often  coniidered,  what 
ihonid  be  the  caufe  of  fo  frequent  iiifurrciitions  and  rebeilioni 
there  ;  and  I  fancied  the  dcfpoiic  power,  of  the  (ultans  to  be  the 
occalion  of  thole  dllturbanccs.  When  the  grand  ffgnior  aflemblci 
a  council,  and  lays  a  tax  upon -the  people,  as  it  were  by  his  own 
authority,  the  people  look  upon  him  as  the  foie  author  of  the 
■grievances  of  the  Hate.  In  other  nionarchial  c-ountries,  the  en¬ 
mity  of  the  people  falls  rarely  on  the  prince  ;  there  are  fifty  dif 
iVrent  ohp  cts  in  the  way  beforr  it  comes  to  him  :  the  farmers’ of 
the  revenues,  the  counfellors  of  Hate,  the  minUlers,  are  thofe  to 
whom  they  attribute  the  principal  inisforruues.  of  the  jpnWio- 
MHieii  the  public  haired  falls  upon  all  rhefe  different  fuhjecU^it 
becomes  weakened,  and  is  not  cariied  10  that  criminal  excefe, 
w  hich  has  coll  the  life  and  liberty  of  lb  many  dethroued-foitaiis*

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tf  i^^led  i’i  Come  meafure  to  didtirh  its  repofe,  A  native  of  PlirygU, 
Nv'no  had  been  lon^  careifed,  and  even  enriched  by  the  Athenians^ 
early  one  evening,  accoHed  in  a  wide  and  frequented  (Ireet, 
ntiea  the  lljops  were  all  op<*n,  by  an  Athenian  courtezan.  Her 
riKiencfs  or  ***  antipathy  provoked  Vdm  toufe  her  with  great 
rf\erity.  Three  young  Athenians  accidentally  coining  by  at  that 
iline,  and  obferving  the  ftrengih  and  robuftnefs  of  his  make,  and 
dreading  the  conicqnence  of  his  repealing  (iich  violence  to  a  feeble 
a  ul  dcfencclefs  female,  could  not  forbear  exprelfing  their  difappro* 
bilion  of  his  behaviour,  by  giving  him  a  (light  pufli  or  two.  7  his 
might  be  indifereet  on  their  part,  but  not  equivalent  to  the  rc- 
he  look;  for,  iuftigated  either  by  difdainful  pride,  appre- 
lienlive  cowardice,  or  natural  fanguinary  difpoiition,  he  inOantly 
drew  a  coticealed  weapon  (a  ihing  unknown  to  the  Athenuns)  aud 
ll  *b()ed  one  of  chcui  in  a  dangerous  manner,  Upon  this  the  criuiinaL 
lied,  and  in  his  llight  was  purltied,  and  overtaken  by  the  other  two; 
uiie  of  whom  he  cruelly  butchered,  and  gave  him  three  mortal 
Nvomids.  I'he  afl^nin  was  leenred,  and  fome  lime  after  brought 
In'  lore  the  court  ol  Areopagus.  Every  unprejudiced  and  unbiafled 
Athenian  condemned  the  aiftion,  and  called  aloud  for  vengeance 
01  the  perpetrator.  If  the  Phrygi.iii  mode  of  dabbing  was  not  fup- 
prelltd,  vvhai  Athenian’s  life  would  be  rafe?^****Thc  Atberi^iDs 
were  dilliuguilhed  alx>vc  all  the  nationi  in  Greece  for  the  feiUibi. 
hty  of  their  temper,  and  the  qnickncfs  of  their  ctnotiont.  This 
made  them  often  fall  an  eaiy  facrifice  to  the  rbctoneal  artifices  of 
hai  anguing  demagogues,  and  likewife  remarkably  lUfceptible  of  the 
attacks  maile  on  their  pallions  by  thole,  who  in  their  language  were 
IlileJ  MiMoi,  in  our’s  mimics,  ilage-players.  The  Xoregot  (or 
manager)  of  that  period,  bad  been  fuccefsful  in  the  art  of  turning 
this  difpofitioii  of  his  countrymen  to  his  own  emolunicnc.  His  wif(p
